This AMENDMENT NO. 5 is entered into between the REPUBLIC OF 
INDONESIA ("Grantee") and the UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, acting 
through the U.S. AGENCY FOR INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENT ("USAID"). 

WHEREAS, the Grantee and USAID entered into a Strategic 
Objective Agreement for Natural Resources Management dated August 
29, 1996, which was amended on February 4, 1997, May 7, 1997 
December 30, 1997, and August 12, 1998 ("Grant Agreement"), 
whereby USAID agreed to grant to the Grantee not to exceed Thirty 
Seven Million Fifty-Eight Thousand United States ("U.S.") Dollars 
($37,058,000) (the "Grant"); and 

WHEREAS, the Grantee and USAID desire to further amend the 
Grant Agreement to provide an additional increment of USAID Grant 
financing of Five Hundred and Sixty -Two Thousand United States 
Dollars ($562,000) and to make other changes in the Grant 
Agreement ; 

NOW, THEREFORE, the Grantee and USAID hereby agree as 

follows : 

1. Section 3.1 (a) of the Grant Agreement is revised by 
changing the words and figures "Thirty Seven Million Fifty-Eight 
Thousand United States ("U.S.") Dollars ($37,058,000)" to read 
"Thirty Seven Million Six Hundred and Twenty Thousand United 
States ("U.S.") Dollars ($37,620,000)." 

2. The Financial Plan in Attachment A to Amendment No. 4 
of the Grant Agreement is hereby deleted, substituting therefore 
the revised Financial Plan attached as Attachment A to this 
Amendment No . 5 . ... 

3. Except. as amended herein, the Grant Agreement is 
unchanged and, as amended, remains in full force and effect.

States of America, each acting through its duly authorized 
representative, have caused this Amendment No . 5 to be signed in 
their names and delivered as of the day and year first above 
written .
